FEDERAL PROFIT TAX ON 
GIFTS HELD CONSTITUTIONAL 


Levy Must Be Paid on Increased 
Vaiue, U. S. Circuit Court of 
Appeals Rules. 

By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, July 6. — Consti- 
tutionality of the section of the 
Revenue Act of 1921, which pro- 
vides that profit tax on securities 
received as gifts shall be based up- 
on increases in value from the 
dates on which the securities were 
received, is upheld in decisions 
handed down in the United States 
Circuit Court of Appeals. 

The ruling followed action 
brought by Mrs. Elizabeth Taft, 
and John D. Greenway against the 
Collector of Internal Revenue. 
Testimony showed Mrs. Taft had 
received $11,700 in Nash Motors 
stock from her father as a gift in 
March, 1922, and sold it in 1923 for 
$34,345. In her income tax return, 
she listed the profit of $22,644, but 
the collector ruled she must pay a 
tax on the full amoun she _ fre- 
ceived for the stock. The Green- 
Way case record was similar. 

Samuel C. Coleman, Assistant 
United States Attorney, sald the de- 
cisions, msed as precedent, would 
yield millions of dollars in taxes 
for the United States. 


INVESTMENTS OF AMERICANS 
ABROAD $12,300,000,000 


Securities Purchased in Latin Coun- 
tries Lead With $4,800,000,000, 
U. S. Report Shows.

'ASHINGTON, July 6.—Ameri- 
cans now have invested $12,300,- 
000,000 in foreign securities, it is 
disclosed in Commerce Department 
figures, estimating that $788,684,- 
075 was sent abroad during the 
first half of 1927. 

These figures include only the 
private investments made in pub- 
licly offered securities of foreign 
governments and foreign enter- 
prises. 

American investments in Europe 
are estimated at $3,500,000,000, fn 
Latin-America at $4,800,000,000, in 
Canada at $3,200,000,000, and in 
Asia and other countries at $950.- 
000,000.

Dean of the St. Louis U. 
Medical School Succumbs 
to Heart Disease at Jewish 
Hospital. 


SUFFERED SERIOUS 
ATTACK ON DEC. 12 


Physician Had Been Under 
Constant Treatment Since 
That Time—He Was 61 
Years Old. —

Dr. Hanau W. Loeb, dean of the 
St. Louis University Medical School 
and president of the medical staff 
of Jewish Hospital, died of heart 
disease at Jewish Hospital at 1:20 


o’clock this afternoon. 

He iad been ill for a year and 
a half and had been a patient at 
the hospital since Dec. 12, when ne 
was stricken witha heart attack. He 
resided in an aaprtment at 4940 
Lindell boulevard. 

He was 61 years old. 

Dr. Loeb was the oldest of three 
brothers whose names appear in 
the latest ““‘Who’s Who in Amer- 
ila.” The younger brothers are 
Isidor Loeb, dean of the Depart- 
ment of Commerte-and Finance of 
Washington University, lately in a 
similar. position in the University 
of Missouri, and Dr. Virgil Loeb, a’ 
St. Louis oral surgeon. Another 
brother, Dr. Clarence Loeb, is in 
practice in Chicago. 

Hanau Wolf Loeb was born in 
Philadelphia, but was reared in 
Missouri, and took his A. B. degree 
in the University of Missouri at 
the age of 18, and the degree of 
Master of Arts three years later. 
His medical course was taken in 
the New York College of Physi- 
cians and Surgeons. where he 
graduated in the class of 1888. In 
the same yea he began practice 
in St. Joseph, Mo. He removed to 
St. Louis in 1890. 


St. Louis U. Medical Dean. 

In 1913 Dr. Loeb, who had been 
active in medical teaching, was ap- 
pointed dean of the Medical School 
of St. Louis University, which em- 
braced the consolidated institutions 
previously known as Marion Sims 
and Beaumont Medical Colleges. 

It was under Dr. Loeb’s admin- 
istration as dean that the medical 
school came to the favorable at- 
tention of James Campbell. When 
Campbell died in 1914 it was found 
that his will, executed after Dr. 
Loeb took charge of the school, 
had named that institution as the 
ultimate beneficiary of his fortune 
of $25,000,000 or more. The speci- 
fied objects to which the money 
is to be applied are the building 
and maintenance of a hospital and 
medical and surgical teaching and 
reseach. Under the _ conditions 
imposed, the actual receipt of the 
bequest appears to be many reirs 
distant, but Dr. Loeb often «+x- 
pressed the belief that, whenever 
received, the gift would make pos- 
sible the establishment of medical 
teaching and research work on a 
new scale of magnitude and public 
benefit. 

Dr. Loeb was commissioned in 
1917 as a Major in the Medical Re- 
serve Corps and was raised later to 
the rank of Colonel. 

Milliken Estate Executor. 


Dr. Loeb was named as one of 
the executors of the estate of John 
T. Milliken, acting in that capacity 
with the National Bank of Com- 
merce and its president, John G. 
Lonsdale. For his services as ex- 
ecutor he received legal fees €x- 
ceeding $67,000. His long personal 
friendship with Milliken was the 
reason for this appointment, 

Books written by Dr. Loeb are: 
“Operative Surgery of the Ear, 
Nose and Throat” and “Military 
Surgery of the Ear, Nose and 
'Throat.” In 1919 he was made 
ichief of staff of ‘the Jewish Hospi- 
ital.

PARIS, July 6.—Premier Poin- 
care pinned the decoration of the 
Legion of Honor on the breast of 
Commander Byrd this morning. 

The ceremony took place at the 
Ministry of Finance, in the pres- 
ence of Sheldon Whitehouse, Amer- 
ican Charge. d’Affaires; Capt. 
White, the naval attache, and H. A. 
Gibbons, personal representative of 
Rodman Wanamaker, who _ spon- 
sored the America’s flight across 
the Atlantic. 

The visit of Commander Byrd 
and his three flight companions to 
the Premier was brief, for M. Poin- 
care had to hurry away for the 
opening of the morning session of 
the Chamber of Deputies. 

The Premier chatted pleasantly 
for a few minutes with the air- 
men, congratulating them on their 
courage and endurance and the sci- 
entific success of their exploit. 

Then he pinned the Legion of 
Honor cross on Commander Byrd’s 
breast and gave the traditional em- 
brace. 

Thanks French People. 

The Commander thanked him 
and expressed in behalf of his com- 
rades and himself deep apprecia- 
tion of the warm-hearted welcome 
that. had been accorded in France 
and the sympathetic interest with 
which the French people had fol- 
lowed the flight, especially the last 
few hours of the early morning 
battle with the fog. 

The aviators’ visit to Poincare 
was not widely heralded. There 
was only a small crowd in front 
of the entrance of the ministry 
when they arrived, but it was an 
enthusiastic one. The flyers re- 
sponded to the cheers by bowing 
and tipping their hats. 

Visit War Wounded. 

Commander Byrd and the crev 
of the America went to the Hotel 
des Invalides, home of France’s 
war wounded. For the first time 
since he was brought down at Ver- 
dun in 1918, Captain Charles Le- 
gendre, paralyzed Fr.nch aviator, 
stood and walked. 

“Your courage, despite over- 
whelming odds, and your splendid 
exploits have given me renewed 
courage,” Captain Legendre told 
Commander Byrd, his emotion 
plainly visible. “I will accompany 
you.” 

He arose hesitatingly, groped a 
moment for support, and then with 
t) . most obvious effort of will took 
a faltering step forward. Another 
followed, and the war hero, his arm 
resting lightly on the shoulder of 
the trans-Atlantic flier, walked 
slowly but surely toward the en- 
trance of Napoleon's tomb. 

It was the most moving incident 
of the war stay of the American 
aviators here. Tears glistened in 
many eyes as the little party, with 
Lieutenant Noville, Bert Acosta and 
Bernt Balchen hovering anxiously 
about the faltering French ace, vis- 
ited the tomb and then returned to 
the grounds of the Invalides, where 
anxious hands pushed a _ wheel 
chair forward for Legendre.

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NEW EFFORT AT GENEVA 
TO ADJUST DISPUTE OVER 
CRUISER TONNAGE FAILS 
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Chief Justice Taft Happy on 
Bench, Says He Was Not Adapted 
To Tasks of the Presidency 


Now Enjoys Companion- 
ship of Friends; in White 
House He Had to Main- 


tain Reserve.

WASHINGTON, July 6. 
NTROUBLED by the madden- 


ing swirl of politics, William 
Howard Taft is nearing his seven- 
tieth year happier in his daily work 
than he ever has been before, in or 
out of office. 

As he looks back over 40 years 
of public service, the only man 
who has been both President and 
Chief Justice, he says quite frank- 
ly that he does not consider tht 
he was “fitted” for the political 
arena, and that he would rather 
be where he is today than in the 
White House. 

He is so well satisfied, and £0 
greatly encouraged over the recent 
improvement in his health, that he 
has no intention of leavi.g the 
bench when he becomes eligivdle 
for retirement. He will be 70 years 
old in September, and if he cn%se 
could retire on full pay in 1931, 
when he completes ten years s#zrv- 
ice as Chief Justice. But he -re- 
fers to remain in harness. 


Touches Many Personal Subjects. 


These disclosures were made to 
the Associated Press by Mr. Taft 
in an intimate talk just before he 
left Washington recently for his 
summer home in Canada. He now 
has consented to publication of this 
talk, in which he touched on many 
personal subjects and discussed, 
with a knowledge no other man 
ever possessed, the comparative re- 
quirements of the presidency and 
the chief justiceship. 


The talk took place in the study 
which he fitted out for himself 
some years ago in his home on 
Wyoming avenue. It is a third- 
floor room, jutting out from the 
main part of the house. Former- 
ly a sleeping porch, it has windows 
on three sides and provides what 
the Chief Justice described with 
his infectious chuckle as “a com- 
manding view.” 

In the center of the room stands 
a large desk. Between the win- 
dows rise stacks of law books. On 
the fourth side is an open fire- 
place, and above it hangs a large 
portrait of the Chief Justice's fa- 
ther, who once was Secretary of 
War and later Attorney-General. 

Nearby are pictures of Abraham 
Lincoln and of various personal 
friends, including Elihu Root and 
President Lowell of Harvard. 


Decline¢ Place on Bench, 


As he approaches his comparison 
of the two great offices he has held 
Mr. Taft made a passing reference 
to Theodore Roosevelt. Although 
he has near him no memento of 
the years of his association with 
toosevelt, the Chief Justice men- 
tioned without a ruffle in his cus- 
tomary good nature the man who 
was his staunchest political friend 
and then his bitter opponent.” He 
related how Roosevelt had offered 
him a place on the Supreme bench. 
At that time Taft was Governor- 
General of the Philippines and he 
refused the offer. 

“tl declined because it was not 
deemed wise at that time, from a 
Philippine standpoint to have a 
change in the office of governor,” 
he said. “The people wanted me 
to stay, and I yielded, although it 


had always been my ambition to 
serve on the bench. I do not care 
for politics.” 

With a smile that rippled i: 
hearty laugh, he added: 

“Not that I have no interest in 
such matters, but I am not fitted 
for the hustings and controversy.”

These are nothing more 
nor less than little cases cut from 
thick slices of bread. dipped in 
butter or lightly brushed with 
melted butter and browned: They 
are generally spoken of by profes- 
sional cooks as cr@ustades and it 
may be that the name which docs 
sound a bit forbidding has kept 
them from becoming popular with 
the average housewife. In the be- 
lief that many women will wel- 
come these simple but delicious 
containers, full directions for mak- 
ing them are given below. 

Cut slices of bread one to twe 
inches thick. Remove the brown 
crust from the bottom and sides 
of each slice. Cut each slice into 
two oblongs or two triangles. or 
four if very small cases can be 
used. Run the blade of a sharp 
knife into the edge of the bread 
one-fourth inch from the edge, 
going all around each case and 
taking care not to quite cut 
through to the bottom of the case. 
Now run the point of the knife 
through one side of the slice one- 
half inch from the bottom but do 
not cut through the side walls. 
You have now loosened the cen- 
ter of the case. Lift it up gently 
with the point of the knife bit@e 
and remove ‘t. This should leave 
a smooth sided box -r case, Brush 
the case over inside and out with 
melted butter and brown it tn tha 
oven or toast it. The case may 
fried in deen fat instead if de- 
sired.

The shares are 
now quoted at half the price of par, the 
descent having been gradual in anticipa- 
tion of what has happened. When the in- 
dustry rallies they should recover, though 
it is true the low curve of industry is 
often protracted. 

An interesting aspect of the depression 
in wool is the tariff. No industry has been 
so tenderly treated from the earliest days 
by reason of its agricultural connections. 
Yet favored as it has been of late years, 
this big company cannot make profits. 
There have been bitter bickerings between 

hose who grow wool and those who man- 
uterture it. The latter are buyers of the 
raw article and like to get it cheap. The 
grower, on the other hand, fattens on scarc- 
ity of wool except his own. It was as late 
as 1922 that duties on woolen goods were 
practically doubred: this should have 
pleased and did please the manufacturers in 
that it kept competing finished goods out, 
yet the company, which is the “trust” in 
the industry, reported a deficit.
